distance San Leaudro is from Brooklyn. 
In other words the fare from Brooklyn i> 
IJi eents per mile, while from Brook- 
lyn to Sim Leaudro it is six cents pel- 
mile, a difference that is unreasonably 
and unjustly great. 
The benefit would, 


without doubt, be mutual if this thing 
was adjusted upon a fair basis. The ad- 
justment need not stop at Sail Leandro: 
it might well be extended to Kan Loren- 
zo and Haywards. This vicinity would 
then soon present a passenger list that 
would produce a revenue to the railroad 
company greatly overbalancing tlio pres- 
ent one. 
There is no more salubrious, 


healthful, aud everyway delightful local- 
ity than the region round about here: 
and cheap fares and increased facilities 
for going to the city will populate it very 
fast, and very thickly. With the reduc- 
tion of fares', let the company run, saj 
two or more- trains daily, except Sun- 
days, and ou Sundays say three or four 
more, as far as Haywards, and our word 
as ft prophet for it, tho travel and income 
will more than astonish the company. 
The people here would cheerfully pay a 
fare of thirty cents to the city. This 
would be, ns we compute it, abait 12 
per cent, above the Brooklyn fare, aud 
ought to satisfy the railroad company. 
We do not mean this as dictation to the 
company, nor as a growl, or the com- 
mencement of hostilities.
